WINNIPEG, Man., June 3.—The new 
Canadian Pacific ratlway transcontinentai 
train, the “Trans-Canada Limited,” passed 
through Winnipeg at nine o'clock this 
morning en route to Vancouver. The new 
service, including a daily train each way, 
will cut 24 hours off the regular running 
time from Montreal to Vancouver. 

The train, whicb arrived in Winnipeg 
this morning, left Montreal at 3 o'clock 
Sunday afternoon, and clipped a full half 
day from the regular run. 

The new trains are made up of nine 
couches, The train today carried 100 pas- 
eengers to Winnipeg. Thirty-five passen- 
ers got on the train at Winnipeg en 
rente to points west. The train ie due in 
Vancouver Thursday morning at 10 o'clock. 
The cutting off of 25 hours from the trip! 
from Montreal to Vancouver, is accomp- 
Ushed through making fewer stops and 
running at faster speed.

T 4% ob- 
servation cars are yaiued at $480,000. In 
addition there are five compartinent cars, 
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12 baggage cars and 24 locomotives. 
While the new train service will be 
largely used by tourist traffic, it will be 
of especial value to business men to make 
trips between Montreal and Vancouver. It 
will be partic y valuable to Winnipeg 
bustness men who will «ave a fnil day in 
making trips to either Vancouver or Mon- 
trenl.

CALGARY, June 3.—That 
the Dominion government 
recognizes the labor princi- 
ples embodied in the peace

Capt, W. C. Bradburn of the 381tat 
All Alberta Battalion, returned on 
Monday morning from overseas ser- 
vice.

Crop Prospects Never Brighter 


In Alber 


From what has been seen of the 
Alberta crops, by a representative of 
The Bulletin the prospects were never | 
brighter for this part of the country. | 
All seeding is completed, with the ex- 
ception of some green feed, and practl- 
cally all of the grain is up with the 
early wheat high enough to wave in 
the wind. Speaking generally, the! 
growth has been even, but there has 
been quite a bit of the country where 
the wheat and oats beth have been 
just stubbled in. With plenty of mols- 
ture during the season this will be all 
right, but it is taking a big chance. 
The farmers claim that it was to con- 
serve the early spring moisture that 
they did not turn over the ground any 
more. 

The good prospects for Alberta grain 
are general all over the province. 
Around Calgary although they were 
very ready for the rain that came the 
last part of last week, still there was 


| 


a good reserve of moisture in the 
ground and the germination took 
place remarkably quickly. In some 


cases the grain was showing above the 
ground inside of three or four days 
after it was sown. ‘ 

Cut Worm Troubles. 

There has been a little trouble from 
the cut worm, in the central part of 
the province, but the rains and snows 
of last week will curtail their activities 
to a great degree. A few fields had to 
be re-seeded, but the damage was not 
serious in a general way, althotgh it 


ta Than This Year 


{s always a hardship to the individual 
farmer, who has to re-seed any con- 
siderable area. 

The acrefige put in crop this year ts 
greater than last and the acreage 
in wheat, taking the province alto- 
gether is also increased. The increase, 
so far as wheat is concerned is alto- 
gether in the South, the Northern parts 
going back more to their fodder grains, 
which bring a surer return, and pro- 
vide feed for their cattle. 

Spring Earlicr. 

The spring was from two to three 
weeks earlier than ordinarily and this 
Was a great assistance to the farmer, 
who could not do the usual amount of 
fall plowing last year, on account of 
the very dry year. Not being able to 
plow last fall, is also one of the rea- 
sons advaiged for stubbling in the 
crop this spring. 

Good acreages are being reserved on 
most Northern farms this year for 
roots, which are usually a pretty sure 
crop in Northern Alberta, and are be- 
ing stored more and more for winter 
feeding of cattle. 

There is plenty’ of moisture fn the 


| ground now to carry the crop through 


pretty well into the summer and with 
the ordinary June rains and no July 
frost should bring a bumper crop to 
Alberta; and from reports from the 
East Canada will need a big crop from 
this province. Ontario fs flooded and 
has not been able to get !ts seed in the 
ground, and Manitoba is still dried out.

Small Calibre Pistol Injures 15- 
Year-Old Lad—Wrist Stops | 
Bullet 


Gordon Edwards is now lying In

!bullet lodged in his wrist as the re- 
sult of the accidental explosion of a 
| bullet in the hands of another youth 
John Killop, at eight o'clock last 
night. 

Edwards, who !s only fifteen years 
of age, resides at 10714 110th street, 
was with two other lads, Bob Meikle | 
and a bay named Lynch, when they | 
met Killop, who was in that section 
of the city delivering messages for 
the Star Messenger Service. Killop 
had a 22-caliber pistol and was en- 
deavoring to show how big a hole the 
bullet could make in the ground. Ed- 
wards was standing near and had his 
right arm crossed in front of his 
| stomach watching Killop reload, The 
|trigger accidentally moving, the bul- 
let entered his wrist, where it lodged, 
saving the lad from serious, if not 
fatal, wounds, if it would have pene- 
trated the abdomen, 

Edwards was taken to the Royal 
Alexandra hospital where Dr. Kahn 
stated that an X-ray examination 
would be necessary to locate the posi- 
tion of the bullet,

MANY ARPLY FOR

There is always a_ considerable 
amount of grass grown by the city on 
its lesser used roads and streets. To 
secure this grass and convert it into 
hay there is also generally a great 
amount of competition among local 
etcck-keepers, It would not pay the 
city to go round and cut the grass and 
ecnvert it into hay for the city horses, 
owing to the cost of cartage and the 
distances to be hauled. The cost was 
carcfully estimated one or two years 
ago and !t was then decided that ner- 
mits should be given to local residents 
to cut the grass after payment of cer- 
tain fees, 

The prices secured be the city range 
from $1 to $25. Now the season is 
egain commencing and the commis- 
soners are beginning to receive appli- 
cations for permit to cut. Those who 
want the grass should lose no time in 
making their wants known to the 
commissioners, 

The city commissioners have decid- 
ed to refer all such applications to 
Fire Marshal Peters, who will have to 
report on the matter of each indiyid- 
ual application and whether it is de- 
sirable for permission to be granted.

7, Dace Leaves to Attend the 
General Meeting of Dominion 
Executive

T. Dace, member of the executive 
of the Edmonton Great War Veterans’ 
assocation leaves Edmonton Tuesday 
evening to attend a special meeting of 
the Dominion executive ofthe Great 
War Veterans’ Association to be held 
in Ottawa during the week-end, Among 
the important matters to be discussed 
will be the indefinite postponement of 
the Dominion G.W.V.A., convention to 
have beon held in Vancouver this 
month. 

At this special conference in Ottawa, 
T. Dace will voice the general disap- 
pointment of the west regarding the 
putting off of the convention, This de- 
cision was arrived at as a result of 
delegates from eastern locale suppoe- 
edly being of the opinion that the un- 
certainty of the train service warrant- 
ed a delay in the conduct of one of 
the most important of conventions ever 
planned for the consideration of veter- 
an problems, 

“We are all disappointed in the 
postponement,” said Mr. Dace, “and 
for one will do all in my power to re- 
vise the cari? decision so that the 
convention nly be held at the ear- 
liest opportunity. The matter will 
doubtless cause a lot of discussion but 
Iam sure that ajl western delegates at 
the special meeting will be of the same 
opinion as myself.” 

The most important matters billed 
for consideration in Vancouver were 
the $2,000 cash bonus proposal and a 
resolution calling for the equalization 
of pensions. Many other resolutions 
were also on the bill for the better- 
ment of soldier re-establishment and 
returned soldier problems generally. 
The delay in the convention means a 
delay in the discussion and probable 
adoption of many of the important re- 
solutions for presentment.

Three Men Lose Their Lives in Liberty Sweepstakes Race at Indian- 
apolis—Several Cars Forced to Drive Through Wall of 
. Flame on Track—All Previous Records Broken 


Indianapolis, June 3,—Driving 
magnificiently from start to fin- 
ish, Howdy Wilcox, piloting « 
Peugeot car, dashed home a win- 
ner in the Indianapolis 500 mile 
race on Saturday, Wilcox was 
hard pressed in the carly part of 
the race but before the finish 
was well in advance of all his 
competitors, 

Two Burned to Crisp? 


Indianapolis Motor Speedway, June 
2.—Three men were killed and one 
seriously injured Liberty 
Sweepstakes here yesterday. Louls 
Lecocq and his mechanician, Ban- 
rini, driving a Roamer Special, were 
burned to a crisp when their car 
turned over and caught fire. The 
men were pinned under the car and 
Were dead when it was lifted. 

The burning gasoline spread over 
the track and several of the speed- 
ing cars were compelled to dash 
through the blaze. The accident was 
one of the most serious in the his- 
tory of the track. 

Arthur Thurman of Washington, 
driver of a Thurman Specia\, was in- 
stantly killed when his car turned 
turtle In the back stretch. His ine- 
chanician had his skull crushed and 
lies at the point of-death. in the hos- 
pital. Thurman's young wife was in 
the grandstand when she learned of 
her husband's death. She collapsed 
and was hurried to Indianapolis. 

Thurman, who was driving his first 
big track race, was travelling at ap- 
proximately ninety miles an hour 
when the car turned turtle on the 
treacherous back turn, and he was in- 
stantly killed. i 

Jean Chassagne, who relieved Paul 
Bablot of the Bablot t®am, dashed 
into a retaining wall and narrowly 
escaped death. His car turned over 
twice, slightly injuring A. Romiguire, 
his mechanician. 

All track records up to 250 miles 
have been shattered. Ralph de Pal- 
ma led the field practically all the 
Way until he was forced to the pits 
with a broken valve spring at the end 
of the 100th lap, At that time four- 
teen out of the thirty-three cars en- 
tered had been forced to withdraw 
from the race.

Some of the Leading Dirt Track 


Drivers of United States | 


“Will Compete 


Two days’ automobile racing will 
be included in the program of the Eid- 
monton exhibition this year, an- 
nounces W. J. Stark. Among the 
competitors will be some of the 
famous dirt track drivers of the 
United States. The dates set aside 
for automobile races are Monday, 
July 7, and Saturday, July 12. 

Knowledge of motors, gained 
through the exacting war tests, have 
been embodied into the latest crea- 
tions that will compete on the dirt 
tracks for the $500,000 prize mosey 
offered by the state and district 
fairs of the United States and Can- 
ada. Over 100 meets have been list- 
ed for the 1919 campaign and the 
prize money each day will average 
$5,000. 

The strain placed on automobiles 
and their buildens by war conditions 
proved in the end very beneficial. 
The motors of today weigh less, pro- 
duce more horse power and speed, 
and are less complicated than the en- 
gines used prior to the war. The 
chassis has also been lightened and 
at present it is possible to build a fast 
car that weighe several hundred 
pounds under the old “carts.” A 
small motor built along the new lines 
will develop nearly 200 horse power, 
and it is horse power that really pro- 
duces speed. If you doubt this state- 
ment inquire of Oldfield, DePalma, 
Hugdah! and others who always have 
ears with «a 3800 cubic inch motor, 
which develops twice as much"h.p, as 
the old type. 

Leading dirt track race drivers, In- 
cluding Horey, Hugdahi, Duray, 
Klein, Ellingbee, Disbrow, Endicott 
and others have all profited from tho 
experiences of the motor Sulldera 
during the war. On their new mounts 
which they have constructed for 
1919, they have taken advantage of 
knowledge gained by the government 
and imparted to motor engineers and 
they are certain to have cars superior 
to anything on the speed paths. 

Monday and Saturday, July 7 and 
12, have been selected as automobile 
race days at the 1919 Edmonton ex- 
hibition, and Secretary -W. J. Stark 
has already mailed out entry blanks 
to the leading stars of the circular 
track world.

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‘Why Not Postpone the Exams? 


The Local Council of Women 
suggest that the annual school 
examinations be dispensed with 
this year, and that in classes as 
high as grade seven promotions be 
nade on recommendation of the 
teachers as to the general progress 
and diligence of the pupil. While 
this would throw a heavy respons!- 
bility upon the teachers, and in 
some cases might lead to friction 
between teacher and parents, there 
is sound reason in the view that 
some way should be taken to deal 
with a situation that is altogether 
out of the ordinary, 

The school year has been sadly 

interrupted. Last fall the schools 
of the city—and the schools 
throughout. a great part of the 
province—were closed for several 
weeks. To require the pupils to 
pass as severe eXaminations as 
would be required had they had 
the whole year in which to get up 
the work would therefore be mani- 
festly unfair. 
_ But during the period that the 
schools have beeti open hundreds 
of city children—and thousands 
througheut the province—have 
fallen victims of the ‘flu, and lost 
additional weeks or months out of 
the study year, These pupils have 
not been in condition to put on the 
extra effort necessary to catch up 
with the work gone over in their 
absence, and are behind their 
classes through no fault of their 
own, Doubtless in most cases,

tions thus caused, teachers have 
found it impossible to carry their 
classes forward as rapidly as the 
‘urriculum demands without sacri-|

Germany Defiant: 


There is nothing in the tone or 
substance of Germany's reply to 
the peace terms to suggest that 
Berlin admits the status of a crim- 
inal brought to book for his crimes, 
On the contrary, Germany defiant- 
ly assumes a standing of equality 
with the Allies, and presumes to 
state the terms and conditions 
upon which it will conclude peace 
with them. What those terms and 
conditions are is not the matter of 
chief importance. The point of 
major concern is that Germany 
does not admit responsibility for 
the war, nor the right of ‘the 
Allies to dictate the provisions of 
a peace treaty. Whether any real 
peace treaty can be made under 
such conditions is the matter for 
consideration’ The convention 
may be signed, under compulsion, 


but there is nothing in Germany’s} 


attitude to give assurance that its 
provisions will be fulfilled when 
Allied forces are no longer at hand 
in sufficient strength to enforce 
compliance. No war has been 
conclusive in which one side was 
not beaten until it knew it was 
beaten and admitted so. Germany 
does net admit defeat by its atti- 
tude, aNd it is to be doubted 
whether the fact of defeat has 
been brought home to the German 
| consciousness so clearly as to de- 
stroy the latent hope of another 
try for ‘‘world power.’’ The spirit 
of defiance shown in its note 
rather suggests that the ‘‘Deuts- 
chland uber Alles’’ idea is still 
dominant. 


What About the Future? 


A 'veneral’’ strike would mean 
generai hunger, general misery—- 
and therefore the collapse of the 
strike and a general resumption of 
work. People must eat, whether 
on strike or not, and if no one 
works‘no one can eat. The ‘‘gen- 
eral’’ strike is therefore its own 
antidote, Its consequences: are so 
obvious that no one would under- 
take, or could hope to succeed in 
bringing about a really ‘‘general’’ 
strike. 

But a strike may be general 
enough to work vast and real 
hardship upon the community, 
though falling far short of a com- 
plete suspension of labor. Of that 
western cities are now experienc:

From Toronto Telegram, report of 
House of Commons proceedings 
May 29: 


Then Hon. R. Lemieux declared 
that any criticism that had been aim- 
ed was not at the soldiers fighting 
in Flanders, but at the officers who 
stayed behind the lines. The reason 
for this criticism was to give better 
military administration, and for the 
benefit of the soldiers. 

“I agree that the returned men are 
restless, but the government must not 
abdicate just because it is facing a 
crisis,” said he. ‘Just because the 
war is over and an economic crisis 
is facing the world. Labor. and the 
returned men are not satisfied with 
the government because the governs 
ment is not able to grapple with the 
Situation, The returned men are an« 
gry at the government because on 
their return to Canada they find @ 
few picked men rolling in gold during 
the four years of the war, while the 
cost of living {s made unbearable 
This iy the chief cause of the unrest. 
It is all very well to send out a come 
mission to find the cause of the un- 
rest. It is plain. It is the high cost 
of living for the poor people, and ims 
mense and scandalous fortunes of 
profiteers made during the war.” 

Cause of Strikes, 

“We are passing through an ecos 
nomy crisis and the government has 
shown no desire to do anything. It i@ 
a scandal the budget is not down yet, 
and the changes in the tariff not 
announced,” said he. ‘We are mark- 
ing time here while the storm is go- 
ing from the Atlantic to the Pacific.” 
Instead of sermons the people want 
tacts, The people want a polfty that 
will relieve the poor people from 
suffering. They can't understand 
; Why Canadian butter is sold cheaper 
,at Liverpool, England, than here in 
;Ottawa, The taxation is unequal, It 
is heavier for the poor than the mil- 
lionaires, and this is why we have 
the wave of unrest which threatens 
Canada's future, 

Mr. Lemieux called the attention 
of the Minister to the charges made 
| by Sir Sam Hughes against General 
Currie, ‘when he attacked him savy- 
agely and without gloves," added Mr. 
Lemieux. “I think in fairness to 
|General Currie the Minister should 
‘have taken up tha quarrel for him 
and defended him against these at- 
tacks."

Ottawa, May 29—(Montreal Star dis- 
patch)—Criticism of public expendi- 
ture was made by Senator Turriff yea- | 
terday, when Sir James Tough eens | 
government leader, put the senate into 
committee on the government measure 
providing $350,000,000 for demobiliza- 
tion and other purposes, 

Senator Turlff said that while de- 
mobilization was an expensive opera- 
tion, and the cost of administering 
the country was necessarily large, it 
was his feeling and the feeling of 
many in the country that the govern- 
ment was asking parilament for alto- 
gether too large amounts, and that the 
revenue of the country was inadequate 
to provide for the proposed expendi- 
ture. He quoted the minister of public 
works, Hon, Mr. Carvel], as saying that 
undue demands were being made for 
expenditures, 


Senator Turlff ventured the opin- 
fon that unless a halt were called 
the country would be landed in re- 


pudiation of debt or bankruptcy, The 
war was over and the government 


should be curtailing and economiz- 
ing. It, apparently, waa doing net-
